Newspaper becomes 
largest in the U.S. to back 
legalization of marijuana

The New York Times editorial board on Sat- 
urday endorsed a repeal of the federal ban on 
marijuana, becoming the largest paper in the 
nation to back the idea as it compared the 
US. government’s stance on America’s most 
widely used illicit drug to the prohibition on 
alcohol from 1920 to 1933. 

The post on the newspaper’s website is part 
of an editorial series that in the coming days 
will explore different aspects of marijuana 
use, from health effects to how the criminal 
justice system treats it. 

“Tt took 13 years for the United States 
to come to its senses and end Prohibition, 


a 


13 years in which people kept drinking, oth- 
erwise law-abiding citizens became criminals 
and crime syndicates arose and flourished,” 
the editorial under the headline, “Repeal Pro- 
hibition, Again,” states. 

“It has been more than 40 years since Con- 
gress passed the current ban on marijuana, in- 
flicting great harm on society just to prohibit 
a substance far less dangerous than alcohol.” 

The New York Times editorial cites the 
658,000 arrests nationwide for marijuana 
possession in 2012, and the fact that such ar- 
rests disproportionately ensnare young Afri- 
can American men. 

It also finds moderate pot use poses no risk 
to otherwise healthy adults, but that concerns 
about the drug’s effects on the adolescent 
brain should merit banning its use by those 
under the age of 21. 

The New York Times, which on its edito- 
rial Web page showed a US. flag with its stars 
morphing into marijuana leaves, is the largest 
newspaper in the nation to take an editorial 
position calling for an end to the federal ban 
on marijuana. 

“T think it’s playing right into the hands of 
this big [marijuana] industry that seeks only 
to increase addiction while reaping profits,” 
said Kevin Sabet, co-founder of the group 
Smart Approaches to Marijuana, which op- 
poses legalization. 

A number of smaller newspapers, including 
the Newark, N,J.-based Star-Ledger, have called 
for some form of legalizing or decriminalizing 
pot, which more than 20 US. states and the Dis- 
trict of Columbia allow for medical use.

Two men charged in 
shooting of 3-year-old boy

McCarthy: ‘Confrontation 
between two gang 
members’ leaves toddler 
in critical condition

Two men have been charged with a shooting 
that left a 3-year-old wounded on the South- 
west Side on Friday night, police said. 

Chicago Police Superintendent Garry 
McCarthy called the gang-related incident, 
which left the child in critical condition, a 
“grievous act.” 

Alger Sanchez, 19, of the 4100 block of 
South Francisco Avenue, and Anton Aseves, 
22, of the 4000 block of South Albany Av- 
enue, were charged with attempted murder 
and aggravated battery, according to a state- 
ment from police News Affairs. They are ex- 
pected in court Monday. 

McCarthy made the comments Sunday 
morning during a press conference after an 
event at the Chicago Police Memorial at Gold 


Star Park near Soldier Field. He added that a 
firearm was recovered. 

“That incident, just to be clear, was a con- 
frontation between two gang members,” Mc- 
Carthy said. “And typically, shots were fired 
and an innocent, obviously in the case of a 
3-year-old, was struck. The 3-year-old is ex- 
pected to survive at this point but obviously 
has some pretty significant injuries.” 

The 3-year-old was shot about 10:15 p.m. 
Friday in the 4400 block of South Sacramen- 
to Avenue in the Brighton Park neighbor- 
hood, authorities said. 

A shooting victim was taken from that area 
to Mount Sinai Hospital in critical condition, 
according to a Chicago Fire Department 
spokesman. 

The boy was outside with his mother and 
another man when two men and two women 
walked past and exchanged words with the 
boy’s mother and the man she was with, po- 
lice said. 

Someone among the group opened fire 
from down the block after walking by, police 
said, hitting only the boy. 

The area is one coping with an ongoing 
gang conflict, but it’s not clear if the conflict 
is related to this particular shooting. 

» No one is in custody in a fatal shooting of 
a 13-year-old boy Friday, police said. 

McCarthy said this attack, which was gang- 
related, is not thought to be related to the 
shooting of a 3-year-old. The toddler’s shoot- 
ing was also gang related, but different gangs 
are suspected, McCarthy said.

Gaza truce hopes remain 
fragile as fighting abates 


GAZA/JERUSALEM Fighting subsided in Gaza 
on Sunday after Hamas Islamist militants 
said they backed a 24-hour humanitarian 
truce and President Obama called for a 
cease-fire but there was no sign of any com- 
prehensive deal to end fighting with Israel. 

Hamas said it had endorsed a call by the 
United Nations for a pause in the fighting in 
light of the upcoming Muslim holiday of Eid 
al-Fitr, which begins Monday. 

Some firing of rockets continued after the 
time that Hamas had announced it would put 
its guns aside and Israeli Prime Minister Ben- 
jamin Netanyahu questioned the validity of 
the truce. 

Obama spoke by phone Sunday with Ne- 
tanyahu and stressed the need for an immedi- 
ate, unconditional humanitarian cease-fire in 
Gaza, the White House said. 

Urging a permanent end to hostilities on 
the basis of the 2012 cease-fire agreement, 
Obama added that “ultimately, any lasting so- 
lution to the Israeli-Palestinian conflict must 
ensure the disarmament of terrorist groups 
and the demilitarization of Gaza.” 


Israeli artillery guns also fired barrages 
into the Gaza Strip, Israeli media reported, 
although the objects of the fire was initially 
unclear. 

“Hamas doesn’t even accept its own cease- 
fire, it’s continuing to fire at us as we speak,” 
Netanyahu said in an interview with CNN, 
adding that Israel would “take whatever ac- 
tion is necessary to protect our people.” 

Nonetheless, Gaza Strip residents and 
Reuters witnesses said Israeli shelling and 
Hamas missile launches had slowly subsided 
through the afternoon, suggesting a de facto 
truce might be taking shape as international 
efforts to broker a permanent cease-fire ap- 
peared to flounder. 

Some 1,031 Palestinians, mainly civilians 
and including many children, have been killed 
in the 20-day conflict. A Gaza health minis- 
try official issued revised figures, saying that 
30 fewer people than thought had died in the 
conflict. 

Israel says 43 of its soldiers have died, along 
with three civilians killed by rocket and mor- 
tar fire out of the Mediterranean enclave. 


Boko Haram kidnaps 
official’s wife 

The wife of Cameroon’s vice 
prime minister was kidnapped 
and at least three people 
were killed in an attack by 
Boko Haram militants in the 
northern town of Kolofata on 
Sunday, Cameroon officials 
said. There was no immediate 
claim of responsibility. 


U.S. evacuates 
embassy in Libya due 
to militia violence 

The United States evacuated 
its embassy in Libya on 
Saturday, driving diplomats 
across the border into Tunisia 
under heavy military escort 
after escalating clashes broke 
out between rival militias in 
Tripoli. 


Wildfire near 
Sacramento, Calif., 
forces evacuation 
A wildfire forced the 
evacuation of more than 
500 homes and about 
1,200 residents in a rural 
area east of the California 
state capital Sacramento on 
Saturday, a day after the blaze 
broke out, fire officials said.

RedEye caught up with Mr. Goalsevelt on 
Friday, before the Spurs took on the Chicago 
Fire in a friendly on Saturday. 


I want to open up and talk some football. 
American football. You were a center for 
Ithaca College, the Bombers. Do you still 
love football? 
I still love football and grew up with it, 
played through college. In no way does soc- 
cer impact my love for football, but I will say 
the opposite. I actually detested soccer for 
no other reason than I was a football player. 
What actually happened was I moved to 
Chicago for an internship in 2006. I was 
exposed to soccer in a different way with the 
World Cup in 2006 and then zoro. It led me 
to think, “Maybe there’s something to this.” 
As it turns out, once I understood the rules 
and the relationships between clubs and the 
rules and the history, I started to love the 
game. And from there, I decided to follow 
the [English} Premier League, not choosing 
a club but letting a club choose me.

And what drew you to Tottenham? 

These guys are known as attackers. They are 
going to take the game to the other team. 
And J also found their motto interesting. 
Every club has quotes or mottos, but theirs 
is, “To Dare is To Do.” And it’s about the fact 
that you’re going to go for it. That’s what’s 
important. You don’t care what anyone else 
says, you're going to go for it. And that felt 
very American to me. 


That sounds just like Teddy Roosevelt! It’s 
all connected! He also once said, “Keep 
your eyes on the stars, and your feet on the 
ground.” Have you been able to do that with 


this whirlwind tour? 


I think I have. I’ve made myself commit 

to keeping all of this in perspective. When 
all of this is over, I’m going to back to my 
everyday life. No one is going to care about 
Teddy Goalsevelt. And I realized this in 
Brazil. I was just the lucky dummy who they 
cut to when Jermaine Jones scored that goal 
{against Portugal in the World Cup]. 


Now | want to talk about your normal life. 
You're an associate creative director for 
Cavalry Agency here in Chicago. Ill be blunt. 
I want some Don Draper stories or this inter- 
view is over! 

Well, it’s kind of like, “You don’t kiss and 
tell,” right? There’s a reason I got into this 
business and it’s because of the people. They 
are amazing. What you see on the show 
“Mad Men’], even though it was 50 years 
ago, still holds true. People ask me if this is 
my first costume and I say “absolutely not” 
because of the people that I’m friends with.

Beyonce and Jay Z deliver 
hit parade at Soldier Field

Before reviewing last Thursday’s Jay Z and 
Beyonce show at Soldier Field, we should 
address the elephant in the room: According 
to Page Six, Mr. and Mrs. Carter are headed 
toward divorce. The abridged version of the 
theory says they’re only doing the “On the 
Run” tour as a final cash-grab before split- 
ting up forever.

That is, until “Drunk In Love” came on. 
Beyonce’s performance of the crown jewel 
from her 2013 album might have set a record 
for “Most grown men attempting to sing a 
note they have no chance of hitting.” (Yours 
truly is included in that one, by the way.) The 
show ended on a lovely note, with both Jay 
and Bey singing a “Halo”/“Forever Young” 
medley while video of the couple and their 
daughter Blue Ivy played. I spent a majority 
of the night trying to decipher the Carter 
code, but it only left me with more questions. 

Do these two still love each other? Where 
is Blue right now? What did she order at 
Chicago Cut Steakhouse the other night? 
Can babies eat creamed spinach? 

My wise girlfriend, noticing my frustra- 
tion, casually rocked my world with her 
theory on the whole thing: It’s indeed a 
sham, but not for the reason everyone 
thinks.
